The Ohio state fair was founded in i 
1850.

The surface of the planet, Dr. Slip­ 
per explained, is divided into red okre 
and blue green regions. 
The red por­ 
tions have the sam e appearance as 
the earths desert regions and little 
affected by changing seasons; but the 
blue green districts, which some as­ 
tronomers have contended were seas, 
show tint changes at different’ sea­ 
sons on Mars. 
It is believed that the blue green 
regions are vegetation, either forests, 
grass lands or great fields producing 
in season, for later they fade out and 
in som e sections change to a choco­ 
late brown. 
In the dark areas changes do not 
take place until the polar cap of snow 
and ice begins to recede, substantiat­ 
ing the theory of vegetation, which

mother carefully wash

hands before attempting to care for 
baby's eyes. 
The light must 
be 
moderated 
and must come from behind the 
head Of the bed, so as to prevent 
the rays from falling directly upon 
the child’s face. 
The same care must be used in 
regard to the rays of the electric 
bulb or gas Jet as in the case of 
gujoiight, 
for 
many hours of in­ 
fantile restlessness have come from 
eyestrain caused by the glare from 
some form of artificial light. 
It 
might be well, also, if there is a 
nurse, to insist that she wear sub­ 
dued colors, for the ordinary white

Let the eyes 
wander as they normally will. 
In the case of trouble with the 
eyes, it is of course Important that 
the baby's eyes be protected from 
an excess of light.

baby’s eyes be careful that every 
scrap of absorbent cotton and lin­ 
en is burned after each treatment. 
Constant c a r e 
will 
soon effect a 
cure, and it is fortunately r a r e for 
the eyes to become infected or re­ 
infected after early infancy.

hands before attempting to care for 
baby's eyes. 
The light must 
be 
moderated 
and must come from behind the 
head of the bed, so as to prevent 
the rays from falling directly upon 
the child's lace. 
The same care must be used in 
regard to the rays of the electric 
bulb or gas jet us in the case of 
sunlight, 
for 
many hours of in­ 
fantile restlessness have come from 
eyestrain caused by the glare from 
some form of artificial light.

soon effect a 
cure, and it is fortunately rare for 
the eyes to become Infected or re­ 
futeclad after early infancy.
